Washington—President Harding has 


made it clear to the Republican lead 
f>rs in congress that he wants a tax 
program adopted which will lift res 
tramt from business initiative. He 
is not committed to a sales tax, but 
is inclined to believe that a tax on 
production at the source can be im- 
posed without adding to the burden 
of business. 


While the tax program is 'n embryo 


•condition, certain fundamentals are 
practically agreed upon. 
For in- 


stance, business men everywher have 
been imagining that with the repeal 
of the excess profit tax, the govern- 
ment would be obliged to increase 
matenallv 
the 
corporation 
taxes. 


The aim of the Harding administra- 
tion, however, is to avoid any increase 
of corporation taxes, if possible, and 
onlv to impose a slight addition in cor 
poration taxes, necessary 
There is. 


'ndeed. no thought of making the cor- 
poration taxes a substitute for the 
excess profit tax. 


Must Revive Business. 


This decision ought to be good news 


to the business men of the country 
who have been worried over the pros- 
pects of a greatly increased corpora 
tion tax. 
President Harding, how 


ever, feels that the revival of business 
in America is at this tune a para- 
mount consideration, and that noth- 
ing should be placed in the way of 
business incentive 
The repeal of the 


excess profit tax is a foregone conclu 
pion, and it is certain that the next 
revenue bill will not attempt to make 
the business and industries of the 
country carry the bulk of the load 
Instead, the tax burden will be more 
fVf-nly distributed by the use of evcry 
s^rt of stamp tax 
The three cent 


letter postage may come back, and it 
seems assured that revenue stamps 
lull be necessary on practically every 
kmd of business transactions, from 
bmk checks and drafts to real estate 
papers and other documents of pur- 
chase and sale. While these small 
taxes may prove annoying and in- 
convenient, tho feeling is that such 
annoyance is hardly to be compared 
with the burden hitherto earned bv 
business as a whole. Taxes at best 
are disagreeable, but the government's 
job this time is to distribute them in 
such fashion as to stimulate a busi- 
ness revival. 


The tax on production is favored 


as a substitute for the sales tax, be- 
eau&e it will not be so difficult to 
Collect and will not be paid several 
times as goods pass from producer to 
cosumer. 
Tbo exact form of this 


production tax has not yet been dt- 
tfrmmed, but the idea appears to be 
to impose the tax on the output of 
commodities very much as the pres- 
ent tax on automobiles is covered 
Tn such cases, of course, the manu- 
facturer will pass on the payment of 
the tax to the consumer, as happens 
with automobiles, but in the sales 
tax proposal the chances were that 
more than one tax would be imposed 
on the same article as !t passed to 
v.irious stages 


Rapid Progress Exported. 


The progress of the tax program 


it expected to be more rapid after 
the house finishes with the perma- 
nent tariff bill. Indeed, it is the ad- 
ministration's plan to have the senate 
sidetrack tho tariff bill, when it gets 
to the senate by having lengthy com 
mitten Leanng. 
The revenue bill 


agreed upon by Republican leaders 
will also be introduced in the senate 
and referred to committee while it 
is being discussed in the House. 
It 


•will mean that the tax bill will come 
out of the senate finance committee 
ahead of the tanlf, and probably will 
be passed before the tariff bill is 
debated. The hope now is that both 
the tax and the tariff bills will be out 
of the way by October 1.

Increasing Tax Collections In- 


dicate Rapid Return to 


Normalcy.

Washington—Tax collections of the 


federal government showed an in- 
crease of $2,000,000 a day for'the first 
half of July as compared with 
the 


same month last year, an official treas- 
ury statement showed today This in- 
dicates the nation now is making real 
progress in working out of the econ 
omic depression. 


For the first half of the month the 


total ordinary receipt of the -govern- 
ment was nearly $130,000,000 as com- 
pared with only $69,000.000 for the 
same month of 1920. In July 1920 
economic depression was at its peak 
as far as the big nationwide buyers 
strike wss concerned. 


Coincident with the commercial op- 


timism indicated in the rising tax re- 
turns are reports to several govern- 
ment departments and the federal re- 
serve board of the reopening of scores 
of factories closed during the winter. 
A reduction in unemployment, a 
shortage of farm 'labor in the great 
western wheat belt coupled with re- 
ports of a bumper harvest in many 
crops and a general feeling of confi- 
dence.

Senator Urges Change in Con-

Washington, D. C.—As a means of 


damming the go\ eminent revenue 
leaks, the further issuance of tax free 
securities in the United States would 
be prohibited under a constitutional 
amendment to be introduced Friday 
by Senator Smoot of Utah. 


This measure strikes at the real 


center of the re \renue problems of the 
nation, in the opinion pf many sen- 
ators and leading economists. 


There are today upward of $34,000,- 


000 000 in tax exempt securities IP the 
United States 
Of this amount $24,- 


000.000,000 represents the federal debt 
and between $8.000.000.000 and 510,- 
000,000,000, the state, county and local 
debt. 
It is estimated that the government 


is losing through these -exemptions 
about $600,000,000 a yeai, and it is 
feared that unless the tax fieo svstem 
is stopped the revenue sources will be 
cut to a point whers it will be impos 
sible to collect enough taxe^ to run 
the government. It is also contended 
that business and agriculture suffer 
for lack of capital because they can- 
not compete with nontaxable se- 
curities. 


Public utilities, including the rail- 


roads, seeking new money for their 
credits, are forced to compete with 
the tax free securities. 


As a result it is said that the public 


utilities are four years behind in bet- 
t^ments. 


The joint stock land banks cannot 


sell their 5 per cent bonds m competi- 
tion with all tho tax free

'SPAPERf 
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IS THE TREATY TO BE 


RE-SUBMITTED 


During the last few weeks there have 


been persistent rumors of intention by 
President Harding to re-submit the Ver- 
sailles treaty to the senate. It is gener- 
ally understood that Secretary Hughes 
has been devoting a great deal of time to 
a revision of the treaty to bring it into 
accord with American policy as defined 
by the new administration. 
In fact, it 


seems to be an almost open secret in Wash- 
ington that the secretary of state has un- 
dertaken to modify the treaty for accept- 
ance by the United States, and that it is 
the purpose of the government TO "engage 
under the treaty" as an ultimate solution 
of the problem^ of pes.ce and foreign 
relations. 


There are excellent reasons for accept- 


ing the increasing belief that this course 
is to be followed. In fact, there does not 
appear to be any other possible way out of 
the dilemma in which the administration 
finds itself by reason of the failure to rati- 
fy the Versailles pact and the passage by 
congress of the so-called joint peace reso- 
lution. The truth is the United States is 
still left in the position it was originally, 
that it has concluded no peace with Ger- 
many and that thf only way in which it 
can negotiate a satisfactory 
peace is 


through the treaty already in effect be- 
tween Germany and the allies. The United 
States could not, in the first pb.ce. make 
any agreement with Germany that would 
not be subject to and controlled by the 
Versailles agreement. 
Germany has in 


effect mortgaged herself to the allies po- 
litically, economically and financially, and 
any relations we may have with hi=r are 
necessarily subject to all of the provisions 
of the treaty 
and the obligations it 


imposes. 


The situation 
is even more broadly 


binding upon this government, because 
the Versailles treaty is the only instru- 
ment, the only machinery, for attaining 
or enforcing world peace. It is the only 
document which guarantees to the world 
the fruits of allied victory, and no other 
treaty can be negotiated with the United 
States which is in the slightest manner in 
.conflict with this treaty. There is nothing 
else to which the United States can turn 
for the security or definition of its rights. 
Indeed, as one authority on the subject 
says, we can no more make a practical 
and effective peace with the central pow- 
ers in defiance or disregard of the treaty 
than we can spell the word "peace" with 
some strange and unheard of combination 
of letters. 


The economic and financial clauses of 


the Versailles treaty deliver over to the 
allies the industrial resources of the cen- 
tral powers and their varied energies as 
nations. Neither Germany nor Austria- 
Hungary aan make any separate treaty 
except subject to the provisions of the 
Versailles treaty. It is idle to talk of ne- 
gotiating an independent treaty with Ger- 
many that touches at any vital point the 
issues of the war or our rights growing 
out of victory. The mere fact that in pass- 
ing our peace resolution we have found it 
necessary to reserve all rights under the 
Versailles treaty shows that any future 
relations we have with Germany are en- 
tirely subject to that treaty whether we 
ratify it or not. 
It seems unavoidable, 


therefore, that the treat}' will go bar>k to 
the senate, for the simple reason that there 
is no other way to complete a status of 
peace except through th*1 document al- 
ready negotiated. We are confidently of 
the belief 
that Secretary Hughes has 


reached this opinion and that in due 
course of time the administration will ac- 
cept his point of view if it has not already 
done so. 


The only factor that delays re-submis- 


gion of the Ireaty is politics of a dna-1 char- 
acter. The administration must ''save 
it* face" by coming to an acceptance of 
the treaty in a roundabout and plausible 


On the other hand it still has to 


deal with the irreconcilables, whose im- 
placabloness lias not in the least dimin- 
ished. 
In other words, the president fac- 


es A serious ruction in his party as well as 
tho charge of inconsistency. But these ele- 
ments must ultimately give way to consid- 
erations of fact and right. 
Whatever is 


necessary must be done, and the interests 
and requirements of the nation served. If 
the Versailles treaty must be Signed and 
ratified, then it must be done, politics or 
no politics, consistency or inconsistency. 
The administration is. we think, being 
brought to this sensible viewpoint, and it 
is only a matter of time, and probably a 
short time at least when it will bow to the 
inevitable 
and re-submit the Versailles 


treaty. There is one other great influence 
which operates in this direction, and that 
is that the honor of the nation and its obli- 
gations 10 its associates in thi> war are ir- 
revocably bound up in the making of a 
joint peace.

British losses dur-

ing the war would put the United 
States very close to Great Britain in 
the matter of tonnage of ships of 
battle, the difference being only about 
50.000 tons. , The ranking of the flrst 
three nations in ship tonnage when 
the present programs are completed 
would be Great Britain, 1,700,000; 
United States, 1,650,000; Japan, 850,- 
000. 


These tonnage figures include only 


first 
line ships — superdreadnaughts, 


battle cruisers, scout cruisers, des- 
troyers. submarines, and a few special 
types of ships. The figures do not in- 
clude second Ifne battleships, ships 
whose age or louver caliber armament 
has rendered them virtually useless 
as modern sea fighting machines. 


The 
development 
of the

naught class made all earlier vessels 
virtually useless. 
It was easy to 


demonstrate that one of these vessels. 
with greater speed and much longer 
range guns, could stand off and des- 
troy a whole fleet of, the type of fight- 
ing: ship which preceded It. 


Any comparison of national sea 


power must of course- be relative. 
The introduction of the seaplane as a 
fighting unit has put a new light on 
the whole situation, but many naval 
experts still are insistent that the true 
comparative values of the navies of 
the world must be computed from the 
tonnage of the ships of the flrst line, 
with particular stress on the big gun 
vessels such as battle cruisers and 
sunerdreadnaughts. 


So-called second line ships still have 


their uses in war. 
The blockading 


ot ports on coast lines, certain kinds 
of patrol duty, and the raiding of com- 
merce 
carrying vessels has 
been 


demonstrated to be an important part 
of maritime warfare, and there are 
many vessels in the navies of the 
world well-fitted for this kind of duty. 
This 
is particularly 
true of the 


British Navy. 


On known figures, American big 


power apparently is greater than 


that of the British Navy. 
However, 


the number of 16 Inch guns in the 
British Navy is not known, and may 
be large enough to swing the balance 
in favor of England. Big guns in- 
clude those of 12 inch bore and up. 


Three Navies Epitomized.
